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Forcing the Dardanelles. 


The early success of the Anglo-Franco fleet to force the passage 


of the strait of the Dardanelles is clearly foreshadowed by the 
speedy reduction last v.-eek of the Turkish forts commanding the 
Aegean sea entrance. 
This operation was accomplished, accord- 


ing to telegraphic accounts, with comparative ease by the allied 
fleet with few casualties among its crews and no material damage to 
any of its ships. 
The field of mines with which the floor of the 


•amit -was planted as an auxiliary means of resisting the passage by 
an enemy's warships has proved practically a failure, the mine 
sweepers of the allies having removed expeditiously these obstruc- i 
tions so as to enable the fleet to advance fourteen miles down the j 
narrow waterway within twenty-four hours after the great forts at j 
the entrance were razed. The strait is forty-five miles in length, 
and strongly fortified on both shores by numerous forts. 
But in 


the thirty-three miles yet to be traversed by the fleet before it can 
enter the Sea of Marmora and expose Constantinople to a bom- 
faardmem by the long range tv.*e!ve and fifteen inch guns, the for-i 
tifications defending the strait are mounted with an obsolete type of 
guns and cannot be expected to offer any serious resistance to the 
advancement of the warships. 
Besides, the demolition of the forts 


at the entrance of the Dardanelles has enabled the landing of troops 
and artillery on both shores, which will serve as valuable auxiliaries 
in its final passage. 


The previously assumed idea that the Ottoman capital was im- 


pregnable against attack by water has been proved to be z. fallacy. 
Indeed, the operations of the allied fleet demonstrates conclusively 
that Constantinople's water side is its most vulnerable part. 


Only once in modern times has the passage of the Dardanelles 


been before attempted by an enemy's fleet That occurred in 1807 
when the English Admiral Duckworth forced :us way past the forts 
into the sea of Marmora. 
But at that early date, the range and 


power of land and naval artillery were infinitely inferior to those 
possessed by modern guns and the use of steam for the propulsion 
of war vessels had not been developed. Duckworth's fleet forced 
the passage exclusively under sails. 


The hurried preparations which the Sultan and the Sublime 


Porte are making to remove the seat of government, the national 
archives and treasury and the imperial harem and personal prop- 
erties to a place of safety in Asia Minor indicates clearly that they 
hare no faith in the security of Constantinople and a belief that its 
early fall is imminent. 


Promotion of California Industries. 


THE TRIBUNE heartily recommends the suggestion made by 


the executive committee of California Ripe OHve Day Association 
that the directors of the Panama-Pacific Exposition observe Olive 
Day, which falls on March 31, as a special feature in this month's 
program of .the fair. The adoption of the suggestion will be of im- 
mense benefit to the olive-growers of California. The olive industry 
already ranks among the greatest and most important industries of 
-the State, and has the strongest claim on the fair managers for the 
aid that lies in their power to promote its interests. 


March 31 has been programmed by the fair managers as Butte 


County Day, but that'will not interfere in any sense with its desig- 
nation also is "California Olive Day," for Butte County is as much 
the center of the olive industry as Fresno is as the chief field of 
raisin production in the State. The annual celebration of a "Raisin 
Day" which was instituted by the raisin-growers and packers of 
Fresno has been the means of attracting world-wide attention to the 
fact that California is the largest raisin producer on earth and has 
opened new markets at home and abroad for those engaged in the 
industry. The celebration of a "California Olive Day" at the Exposi- 
tion wiH have a corresponding effect on olive growing and stimu- 
late the planting of new groves in the State and the consumption 
of California ripe olives and California olive oil throughout the 
country at large and spread their farce among the foreign countries 
which will be represented by visitors at the fair. 


The olive growers of Southern California, the San Joaquin val- 


ley and other parts of the State have given their heartiest support 
to the proposition of making March 31 "California Olive Day." a 
fixed date in the annual calendar for special celebration in the 
distribution and consumption of ripe olives and olive oil of domestic 
production, and the transportation lines of the State have offered 
their assistance for the purpose of making the initial celebration at 
the Exposition a complete success and thus giving world-wide pub- 
licity to the industry. 
The Fair managers cannot do a greater 


service to the State in the promotion of its various industries than 
that which will be accomplished through the designation of special 
days during the time the Exposition will remain open to which par- 
ticular attention will be given to each industry in us turn.

FRANCE TO DECIDE.

the American steamer Oacia. formerly a 
Hamburg-American 
liner, by a French 


cruiser, which took the vessel to Brest, 
places the entire question of the validity 
of a transfer of flag after the outbreak of 
hostilities 
before the prize courts of 


France for adjudication. 


Whereas the practice of England, it has - 


been contended by officials of the Ameri- 
can government, conforms, pretty much to 
the doctrines of the United States, many 
transfers having been recognized in the 
past, the claim has been set up in various 
quarters during the present war that 
France has & traditional and unalterable 
opposition to any transfers of registry 
whatsoever during war. 


Officials of the State Deparfeaent and 


Senators who have argued the point In 
Congress have pointed out. however, that 
while this doctrine has been proclaimed 
by France since the time of Louis XVI. 
the practice of the French admiralty has 
been different and that in many cases 
France 
actually has acquiesced in the 


right nf a ve.«??I to change its registry 
after the outbreak of hostilities. 


U. S. TO WAIT. 


Xo move will be made by the United 


States government until the French prize 
courts render a decision. If It fails to 
recognize the validity of the transfer, a 
protest wiE be entered. 


The steamship Brindilla, which trans- 


ferred from German to American registry 
recently, was taken to a French port and 
subsequently released. In this case, tha 
ownership of the vessel was continuously 
American, and Great Britain already had 
announced that such transfers would not 
be questioned. 


When cases arose between the United 


States and France in 1S56. the Washing- 
ton government, controverting the state- 
ment that a traditional French doctrine 
prevented her from recognizing transfers 
of Aag. said in its, diplomatic correspond- 
ence with the American minister at Paris: 


"However long may be the period dur- 


ing which this doctrine has formed part 
of the municipal code of France, it is 
manifestly not In harmony Trith her mari- 
time policy, and it is confidently believed 
by this government that France -will not 
assert it. net only against the practice ot 
other nations, but against the authority of 
her most enlightened writers on public 
law."
